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REMARKS 

Status of Claims: 

Claims 4 and 8 remain cancelled. Thus, claims 1-3 and 5-7 are present for 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter: 

Applicant expresses appreciation to the Examiner for the indication that claims 1-3 
and 5-7 are allowed. 

Drawings: 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The Examiner stated that the 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. The Examiner 
further stated that, "the claimed limitation of 'wherein a portion of said black matrix is 
located opposite a data line of said plurality of data lines and has a width that is less than a 
width of said data line and that is at least slightly larger than a width of a slit in a portion of 
said common electrode that is overlapping said data line; and wherein said first conductive 
film has a width that is at least larger than a width of said portion of said black matrix 5 must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s)." 

The objection to the drawings is respectfully traversed. 

The drawing sheet attached in connection with the above-identified application 
containing FIG. 1 8 is being presented as a new drawing sheet. Support for FIG. 1 8 is found 
in the specification, for example, in paragraphs [01 11], [01 19], [0132], [0164], and [0174]. 
No new matter has been added. 

The embodiment shown in FIG. 1 8 is an example in which a portion of a black matrix 
is located opposite a data line and has a width that is less than a width of the data line and that 
is at least slightly larger than a width of a slit in a portion of a common electrode that is 
overlapping the data line. The embodiment shown in FIG. 18 is also an example in which a 
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portion of a conductive film has a width that is at least larger than a width of the portion of 
the black matrix. 

Therefore, the drawings, as amended, are believed to be in compliance with the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.83(a). 

Specification: 

The specification has been amended to reference FIG. 18. Support for the 
amendments to the specification can found in the specification, for example, in paragraphs 
[01 1 1], [01 19], [0132], [0164], and [0174]. No new matter has been added.
